majority in the National House of Kepresenta- 
tivea top pass the Morrison bill reducing the 
tariff on the products of our mines and placing 
wool on the free list: 


IV. 


We believe in American soil for American 
citizens, and are opposed tonon-residautalieus 
becoming landowners. Tbe public domain 
should be reserved as homesteads for actual 
settlers, and the accumulation of large tracts 
or bodies of land in the hands of corporations 
or individuals should be discouraged, and ia 
the case «f land grants to railroad corporations 
where the corporation!) have failed to comply 
with the conditions of tbe grants the laud 
should be forfeited to tho General Government, 
and held for'the benefit of actual settlers. 


V. 


We favor the intelligent organization of la- 
bor for such worthy purposes as mutual edu- 
cation and for the protection of their interests 
in all things relating to their welfare and to 
the industrial welfare of thf country, and we 
favor, the enactment of State and National 
laws providing ior the settlement of contro- 
versies between employers and employees by 
methods of voluntary arbitration, or by the 
establishment of courts of conciliation, which 
will avoid the w iste, loss and ill-feeling re- 
sulting from strikes and lock-outs, and the 
usual expeusa of litigation.

We denounce tho action of the Democratic

Twelfth—In behalf of the mining industry of 
tbis State, aud of the miner the pioneer of 
civilization on this coast - as wel) as of the 
whole people of Nevada, we earnestly recom- 
mend to the authorities at Washington.the im- 
mediate opening Hnd'perraaneut ruuningof tho 
United States Mint tt Carson City, to the end 
tbut our mines may bo relieved from the un- 
necessary and burdensome expense of (hipping 
their bullion three thousand miles away for 
market, and we hereby commend the effort* of 
Sonatov I'a r to accomplish this result. 


Thirteenth—Generous provision. State .and 
county, should be made for the supportof pub- 
lic scliools. They are established for the ben- 
efit of all our people, and should be maintained 
entirely free from religious or political bias 
We bellevu in thorough and efficient school su- 
pervision, ami are in favor of such'legislation 
an will bent promote the educational interests 
of our Slut?. 


Fourteenth—The depression of our mining 
interests, a prominent factor in our revenue 
resourcte, necessitates the strictest economy in 
ah branches of our government, both State and 
county, and wii demand of all our public offi- 
cers tbut all possible retrenchments be raaelo 
consistent witu tbe proper discharge of the du- 
ties of their several office*.

haps, is the silver question—how to 
make the silver equal to the gold dollar 
—for there should only be one standard. 
I h»v« gone through one stage of re- 
deeming Uncle Barn's money, and I 
don't want to go through it again. You 
might put more silver in your dollar 
and make it equal to gold, but then it 
would be too big, as it is now. But 
any way, it would be a good thing to go 
to woik with. A dollar must be a dol- 
lar; a dollar's worth of silver roust be 
put in to make it a, dollar. That is 
honesty and prudence. If I hncl my 
way I would stop the coinage of the 
silver dollar. I would gather the silver 
into Uncle Sam's great vaults and then 
issue certificates, and let you handle 
them. These certificates would form 
the basis of our national batik circula- 
tion, and preserve what I believe to be 
tho best system of banks io the world. 
The tariff and other great issues would 
in a measure regulate themselves, but 
the silver question is the great one of 
th« future. A dollar of one value is 
what we must have before we can have 
that stability which is so necessary to 
national security and business success, 


There is a whole sermon in the few 


following words from the New York 
Journal: "If parents were more care-

A A.OSC PENSION LIST. 


The main features of the forthcoming 


annual report of Cammissioncr Black of 
the Pension Bureau, for the fiscal year 
ended 30th of last June, will show that 
on Juue 30 last there were 365,783 pen- 
sioners on the rolls, composed of 2S5,- 
854 army invalids! 70,162 army widows, 
minor children and dependent relatives; 
2,953 navy invalids; 1,878 navy widows, 
minor children, etc.; 1,539 survivors of 
the war of 1812. 
There were 18,397 


widcwa of soldiers of the war of 1812. 
During the year 24 original claims were 
filed in this class, 304 additional wid- 
ows appeared on the rolls; 40,357 new 
pensioners were added during the year; 
2,229 were restored to the rolls; 22,089 
ponsioners were dropped from the rolls 
on occeunt of death, remarriage, fraud, 
etc., leaving a net increase ou the rolls 
of 20,685. 
The average annual value 


of each pension was $122 23, again of 
$11 88 over the average value of ths 
preceding year. The aggregate annual 
value of pensions is $-14,708,027 44, be- 
ing an increase in annual value of $6,- 
617,040 51. The amount paid for pen- 
sions during the year was $63,797,831 
61. The difference in amount paid and 
the annual value rcpeaentiug the ac- 
crued and arrearage pensions paid dur- 
ing the war. 


No rent was paid in Washington for 


pension offices, thus cutting off a large 
annual expense. 


A table attached shows that nearly 


one-half of all the pensioners whose 
names have been placed on the rolls 
since 1861 have died or their pensions 
have ceased by reiisou of arrival at nge 
(21), remarriage, etc. 


There were 161,410 certificates of all 


kinds, including 79,089 increaaa certifi- 
cates to widows and dependent.! under 
the act of March 19, 188G, issued during 
the year, showing-a largo increase in the 
work of the office. 


The Commissioner renews his recom- 


mendations contained iu his preceding 
annual report. He says the Mexican 
pension bill is now before Congregg und 
the people, and not one word in the way 
of argument in its behalf should be 
necessary to its success. 


Of the appropriations for tha expenses 


of the office $305,962 has been eovered 
back into the Treasuuy. The clerical 
force was diminished during the year 
by 100 clerks. 


Decrease or 


The snlmou-canniiig business in Cali- 


fornia, Oregon anil Washington Terri- 
tory has been very light this ysnr, being 
estimated »t 600,000 cases, against 8S5,- 
700 l»Bt year. Of the deficit 100,000 


on the Columbia river, and tho can- 


u»rs on that stream are despondent. 
There has been a steady decrease in the 
catch in the two States and one Terri- 
tory named since 1883, wheu it nmonntec 
to 1,106,400 cases. As a partial offset to 
this decrease there has-been an increase 
in the product of the Alaskan canneries 
of about 50,000 cases, tha pack for lust 
yeur being 75,000 cases, while for this 
season it is estimated at 125,000. Out- 
side of Alaska the cannons had this 
year to contend as well with unfavor- 
able weather as with a scarcity of fish. 
The cause of the light run in the Sacra- 
mento is unknown, though the packers 
accuse tho sea lions of being respousi 
lie for it.
